‘Canada's gold reserve is too large 
and she should immediately return 
to a gold standard, in the opinion 
of H. D. Marvin. economist of ths 
Royal Bank of Canada.

They obtained a con- 
tinuance to obtain depositions from 
Thompson's relatives and family 
physician that he was mentally 
unsound.

“To make the changes,” Mr. Sar- 
teri said, “it was provided that 
even if in the future a State which 
does not now permit branch bank- 
img should authorize branch bank- 
img, even though only city-wide in 
character, national banks in those 
States would not be permitted to 
have any branches.

The request of the Central Labor 
Council was referred to the City 
Council's Finance Committee, 
which is making a survey of the 
city’s finances preparatory to the 
preparation of the budget for the 
fiscal] year beginning July 1. next. 

In addition to the Central Labor, 
Council's $521,000 pay-increase 
demand, heads of departments 
have filed requests for pay boosts 
for 889 city employees, totaling an 
annual Increased pay-roll expendi- 
ture of $302,000. These two groups 
of requests call for a total in- 
creased annual city pay-roll ex- 
penditure of $623,000. 

Policemen and firemen have on 
the April 30 (next) special ejec- 
tion ballot (Proposition No. 2) re- 
quests for pay riees for a total of 
3864 members of these depert- 
ments averaging $30 a month for 
each man.

MANY ALREADY ADDED 

During the present fiscal year 
the Council! has added 579 employ- 
ees to the city’s pay roll, and te 
pay their present ealaries during 


the next fiscal year will require an 
increase to the $20,000,000 budeet 
of the present fiscal year of 11. 
000,000, which the Finance Com- 
mittee must include in new ex- 
penditures to be included im the 
budget for the coming fiscal year.
